Charlotte Granville, contented herself
with being morely serviceable as tho
Nurse, and Russ Whytal seemed a
ntco elderly gentleman doing duty as
Friar Laurcnco with nothing In tho
world that resembled a cell.

In a sense, Miss Barrymoro has
rcadlzcd her ambition. But as sho
now plays it, Juliet cannot possibly
Iki considered ono of her groat rolos.
